At 
one poirn of its circumference, the damping ring S has a siol which passes sxiaiiy and 
radially tiirough It, i.e. an interruption in lis circumferential profile, as a result of which it can 
be radiaily elastically widened and/or constricted. Ir^ its inner circumferentiai region, the

pipe in a nictlonal and/or form-fittirjg manner and the pipe is thus iocked iri place lo prevenl 
it from being pui feci out.
